Sadat said in the address. 

Egypt was “proceeding along our 
road with firm steps and complete 
vigilance, and is prepared for every 
situation, until the legitimate Arab 
demand for Israel's withdrawal 
from all occupied Arab lands and the 
rights of the Palestinian people, in- 
cluding their right to establish, their 
own state.. .are realized." he added. 

Chancellor Schmidt arrived here 
yesterday for talks with Sadat on the 
latest Middle East peace moves and 
bilateral relations. 

The Chancellor was the first 
foreign leader to meet the Egyptian 
president since his talks in Mmalliya 
with Begin. 

Sadat said the Chancellor's visit 
came “at a time, in the. wake of the 
Ismailiya- talks, most suitable for 
setting the basis and principles of 
peace in the Middle East." the semi- 
official newspaper *‘AI- Abram" 
said. It quoted Sadat as saying: 
"West Germany supports the Egyp- 
tian position concerning the achieve- 
ment of the political, human and 
legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
people." - - 

In an indication of the importance 
Sadat placed on Schmidt's three-day 
official visit, the German leader was 
the first foreign visitor to be housed . 
at Abdln Palace since the 1952 fall of 
the Egyptian monarchy. . .

Ben-EIissar: We 
made progress 

Eliahu Ben -Elis Bax, who headed 
the Israeli delegation in Cairo, 
yesterday rejected “pessimistic" 
assessments of progress made there. 

Speaking to reporters at Ben- 
Gurion Airport on the return of the 
delegation, he- said “peace 
negotiations are a long process, and 
we are only at the beginning." No 
one expected to reach a peace agree- 
ment in one step, he said. 

The importance of the Cairo con- 
ference was in the fact that it was 
held at all — In addition to whatever 
substantial subjects were debated. 

Ben-Eliesar headed a three-man 
negotiating team at the Initial Cairo, 
peace conference, which went into a 
New Year recess before resuming Its 
deliberations in a new format in 
Jerusalem and Cairo next month. 
The other negotiators were Dr. Meir 
Rosenne, Legal Adviser at the 
Foreign Ministry, and Aluf Avrahara 
Tamir, chief of military planning.

Resolutions adopted at the end of a 
four-hour debate said that self-rule 
for West Bank and Gaza Strip Arabs 
would be the beginning of “foreign 
rule in the homeland.” They also 
declared they would not obey such 
an authority. “Any self-rule will be 
illegal, its election, decisions and 
rules will have no validity,” they 
said. 

The settlers called for an Im- 
mediate declaration of Israeli 
sovereignty over all of Eretz 
Yisrael, and for massive settlement. 
They warned Begin to reconsider his 
moves. “If you won’t lead the nation 
at this time, relief and deliverance 
will come to the Jews from another 
source,*' they said, quoting a 
passage from the Book of Esther. 

The Rafiah settlers claimed they 
had the most cause to be worried. 
“We settled in Sinai implementing a 
cabinet decision which envisaged 
that area as an Integral part of 
Israel,” Axniram Ben-Dr or of Ugda 
argued. "What right does anyone 


have to tell people who were born, 
grew up, fought and ahed blood for 
this land that they will not be in 
Israel.. .that they will have the same 
status as Israelis in New York,” 
David MargaUt of Yamit said. Begin 
invented a new concept: an 
emigrant halutz (pioneer). Yisraela 
Kuzinetz of Yamit, added. We'll be 
“emigrants with the government's 
initiative,” Mrs. Kuzinetz, who Im- 
migrated from the Soviet Union, 
said. 

Speaking about the future of Judea 
and Samaria, Shmuel Ophan said 
Eretz Yisrael Is holy and belongs 
only to the people of Israel. Pierre 
Hamm el of Fasael in the Jordan 
Valley declared that "we've tilled 
unused land in an area void of Arab 
inhabitants. I think that (in the seven 
years we’ve been there) we've built 
a very nice Jewish enter- 
prise-under no circumstances will 
we agree to be there without belong- 
ing to the State of Israel in the fullest 
sense of the term," he added. 

Golan settlers were also concern- 
ed. “We feel we've been cheated," 
Shmuel Bar NIr of Katzrin said. 
Thcro'ri »7 *-*!h vltM^awals there 
now, “hilt It’s clear to us this 
depends on Assad's mood," he said, 
referring to the Syrian President. 

Some participants found it difficult 
to attack Begin because he has been 
their undisputed leader. But Ophan 
accused the government of wantonly 
disregarding Israel's security and 
future "for a Nobel Peace Prize.”

Israel and Egypt appeared to 
agree yesterday that both the 
U.S. and Jordan ought to be in- 
volved In the current peace drive 
In an effort to overcome the Im- 
passe which emerged at 
Ismailiya between President 
Anwar Sadat and .Premier 
Menahem Begin. The U.S. Is 
seen to be a key element In help- 
ing settle the border conflict, . 
wMle Jordan's participation Is 
considered vital In solving the 
political future of the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip — now 
referred to in Israel’s official 
dealings with the Arabs as 
Judea, Samaria and the Gaza 
District. 

Both President Sadat and Premier 
Begin yesterday conferred with the 
U.S. ambassadors in their respective 
countries. The two leaders were of- 
ficially said to have reported to the 
American envoys on their Ismailiya 
meeting, but informed sources said 
that the talks touched on possible 
U.S. mediation. 

The Egyptian chief delegate to the 
Cairo peace conference, Esmat 
Abdul-Maguid, said last night: “In 
the near future we must bring in the 
U.S. more and more so that It can 
mediate between the two sides." 

Abdul-Maguid indicated that the 
U.S. might be given an active role in 
the projected political commission, 
which Is scheduled to tackle the 
differences between Egypt and' 
Israel over the interpretation of UN 
Resolution 242, the nature of the 
peace treaties, Israel's future 
borders as well as the political future 


of the Palestinian Arabs. The 
political commission is planned to 
meet in Jerusalem around' mid- 
January, at the same time as a 
military commission tackling 
security questions convenes in 
Cairo. 

A U.S. mediation role surfaced at 
yesterday's extraordinary cabinet 
session in Jerusalem, No details 
were disclosed, and cabinet 
Secretary Ary eh Naor would only 
_ say that there has been a report on 
American involvement in the peace 
process. 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter, who 
is setting out later this week on a six- 
nation foreign tour, will visit Saudi 
Arabia and will meet King Hussein 
in Teheran. It is not clear yet 
whether he has made any headway 
In his effort to set up a meeting with 
Syrian President Hafez Assad. 

The cabinet yesterday held a four- 
hour session during which Premier 
Begin and Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman reported on the Ismailiya 
summit talks. Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan was inexplicably ab- 
sent. Almost all the 16 ministers pre- 
sent took part In a debate which 
developed over Sadat's response to

McIntyre, 37, has served as deputy 
budget director since last February 
and has been acting budget director 
sldce Lance resigned in September 
in a controversy over his personal 
finances. 

The nomination must be approved 
by the Senate, which Is certain to ex- 
amine it closely because of criticism 
that it did not dig deeply enough into 
Lance's finances.

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
was out of the country yesterday, 
and not at the special Cabinet ses- 
sion, as was expected. 

At first, when his absence from the 
Prime Minister's Office was noticed 
by reporters, it was suggested that 
some difference of opinion with the 
prime minister about the conduct 
and outcome of the Ismailiya sum- 
mit had impelled him to stay away. 

This was even cabled abroad by 
foreign correspondents, who claim- 
ed that Begin and Dayan had 
different views on the rote of Jordan 
in a West Bank solution. The cor- 
respondents also said that the public 
moods of Begin and Dayan after the 
return from Ismailiya were poles 
apart. Begin was highly optimistic, 
they noted, while Dayan warned of 
exceedingly tough bargaining 
ahead. 

However, Begin said last night in 
the Knesset dining room that there 
were no grounds whatsoever for the 
rumours that he and Dayan differed 
over anything to do with Ismailiya or 
the negotiations In general. Begin 
told reporters that news-hungry 
journalists had floated the rumours 
about the tiff, without any justifica- 
tion. 

Rumours also said that Dayan had 
gone to Jordan to see King Hussein 
or one of his closest associates. Ac- 
cording to these rumours, Dayan 
wanted to give the king Israel’s 
assessment of what had transpired 
at Ismailiya, and to try to get Jordan 
more involved in a West Bank and 
Gaza arrangement, if not in the ac- 
tual public negotiations. 

One conclusion from the Impasse 
at Ismailiya over the Palestinians 
was that Israel and the U.S. must try 
together to persuade Hussein to turn 
his back on the PLO, despite the 
Rabat summit decisions of 1974 
which gave the PLO primacy. 


Another set of rumours said that 
while Dayan had slipped out of the 
country on a diplomatic mission 
which might well be linked to Jor- 
dan, he had not gone to an Arab 
country to do so. 

On Monday afternoon, while Begin 
and his entourage were giving a 
press conference at Ben-Gurion Air- 
port, Dayan suddenly got up and left. 
Yesterday morning he did not come 
to the Foreign Ministry- Yesterday 
afternoon he was seen back at his 
home. 

Cabinet Secretary Aryeh Naor told 
reporters that “on Monday evening 
there were grounds for assuming 
thai Dayan would «ot be able to at- 
tend the cabinet meeting Tuesday." 

Israel TV reporter Elimelech Ram 
said last night that Dayan's visit 
abroad yesterday had been arranged 
before the Ismailiya summit. 

Attorney-General Aharon Barak, 
who comes to all cabinet meetings 
according to a tradition begun by 
Begin, was not there either yester- 
day. Rumour had it that Barak had 
left with Dayan. However,. Naor said 
that Barak had a bad cold. 

The mystery waa heightened by 
the bizarre replies given by various 
cabinet ministers about Dayan’s 
absence and the clumsy way In 
which Naor parried queries. 

Finance Minister Simha Ehrlich, 
the first to leave the building while 
the session was still In progress, sold 
he thought Dayan was not feeling 
well. 

When reporters asked Deputy 
Premler-Yigael Yadin about 
Dayan’s absence, he said: "Pardon 
me.” with an innocent air, "I didn’t 
notice that he wasn’t there. I don’t 
know why he was absent. I don't 
know where he Is." 

When reporters asked Begin why 
Dayan was absent, he said with a 
grin: “I know why," leaving them 
flabbergasted. 

Naor said later at a press briefing,

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. yester- 
day suggested that Egypt and Israel 
will be trying to reach agreement on 
a new "negotiating framework" for 
an Arab-Israel settlement during the 
coming weeks. 

The State Department’s acting 
spokesman read a statement to 
reporters that stressed that these 
negotiations will involve substantive 
as well as procedural problems stan- 
ding in the way of a full-scale peace 
conference, where efforts will be 
made to achieve a comprehensive 
settlement. 

The statement surprised political 
observers here who had assumed 
that Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat's, visit to Jerusalem last 
month and the subsequent start of 
direct Israeli-Egyptian negotiations 
had sidestepped the procedural 
hurdles of the past. 

The statement, cleared by the 
highest officials in the administra- 
tion, said that the U.S. was "pleased 
that progress has been made at the 
recent meeting" between Sadat and 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin in 


Ismailiya, “and that concrete steps 
have been agreed on for a continua- 
tion of the substantive discussions.-* 
It noted that "as 1977 ends, there 
are now direct negotiations dealing 
with the principles that would cover 
a comprehensive settlement and 
other substantive and procedural 
matters that would be part of an 
overall settlement.” 

But the statement then went on to 
suggest that the Egyptian- Israel 
negotiations will be focusing, at least 
in part, on the need to find a suitable 
"negotiating framework" for the 
talks. 

“We have always recognized that 
the beginning of negotiations, while 
a crucial step, would not, by itself, 
resolve all of the difficult problems." 
it continued. "That's now the work 
which lies ahead. We continue to sup- 
port the objective of a comprehen- 
sive settlement. That Is also the ob- 
jective of President Sadat and Prime 
Minister Begin. Establishing a 
negotiating framework for a com- 
prehensive settlement will be one of 
the important items on the agenda in 
the weeks ahead.”

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Yamit protests proposed Sinai withdrawal

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YAMIT. — Local residents 
demonstrated yesterday In front of 
Prime Minister Begins office over a 
report that he had agreed to Egyp- 
tian sovereignty In the Rafiah area 
within three years, with only UN 
troops to supervise the Israeli 
settlements there. 

The town was closed for three 
hours yesterday morning to protest 
the report. Residents parked their 
cars at the town gate to prevent 
vehicled entering or leaving. 
Children were not allowed to hoard 
their buses for a nearby junior high 
school, although army personnel 
were allowed to pass freely. 

A few hundred construction 
workers from Rafiah were among 
those prevented from entering the 
town for work. Most of them seemed 
to be aware of the reason for the 


blockade, and when asked, said they 
believed they would be able to find 
alternate work M that became 
necessary. One worker approved of 
the demonstration. "Israel took 
Yamit by force," be said, "let Egypt 
take it back the same way.” 

Following the strike, a delegation 
of local residents drove to Jerusalem 
to demonstrate at the premier's of- 
fice and requested a meeting with 
him. 

One demonstrator in Jerusalem 
suggested to journalists that at this 
point Tamil would be better off 
declaring itself an independent 
state, c alling for war on Israel and 
allowing itself to be conquered. 
Then, he reasoned, Israel would be 
able to keep it as "occupied 
territory." 

A few residents did not participate

Airport plans moves to 
remove bird hazard 


BEN-GURION AIRPORT (Itim). — 
An agreement to begin a series of

was signed yesterday by the Airport 
Authorities, the Environmental 
Protection Service, and the Nature 
Reserves Authority. 

The methods agreed on included 
hunting, the setting of traps ^and the 
use of noise cannons and special • 
loudspeakers to scare the birds 
away.

As of April 1, it will be illegal to 
offer or give money "or other 
material benefits" to induce 
someone to change his religion. 

Likewise, It will be against the law 
to receive money or benefits for 
changing one’s religion — or even 
agreeing to do so — or taking any ac- 
tion that would lead to someone else 
changing his religion. 

Id the first real anti-missionary 
legislation ever attempted here, the 
Knesset passed on second and final 
readings a private member's blllln- 
troduced by Yehuda Meir 
Ah ram owl tz (Agu da). 

The penalty for bribing someone to 
switch faiths will be five years' im- 
prisonment or XL50.000 In fines, and 
for accepting sucb bribes, three 
years in jail or a fine of IL30.000. 

Binyamin Halevi, acting chairman 
of the Law Committee In the absence 
of David Glass, who is ill, ridiculed 
charges by Shulamit Aloni (CRM) 
that the Abramowltz Law was “anti- 
Christian” and could fan the flames 
of anti-Semitism abroad. 

Halevi pointed out that the law 
would make It a crime for anybody 
to encourage a Christian to become a 
Jew — just as It ban a person from 
encouraging a Jew to become a 
Christian. 

"The law does not differentiate 
between one religious faith and 
another,'' Halevi declared. 

According to Aloni, “allegations 
that missionaries are abetting 
emigration by ottering money are 
absurd. If you look into the problem 
of emigration you will learn that the 
main, force behind it is not Christian 
missionaries, but the Jewish Agen- 
cy, with its inept methods of handl- 
ing immigration and absorption 
matters." 

She also argued that “the Jewish . 
Agency itself is guilty of using 
material benefits to force people to 
convert to Judaism.” She explained 
this by saying that immigrant rights 
and benefits are offered only to 


Jews. In the case of immigrants 
from mixed marriages, where the 
mother la gentile, the applicant is 
told he must convert to qualify for 
those rights and benefits. 

For Meir Fa'll (Sbelli), the law Is 
objectionable because “it is ironic 
that after withstanding assimilation 
during 2,000 years of dispersion 
among the nations, we now feel so in- 
secure in our own sovereign land 
that we must pass a law to ensure 
that nobody convinces us to change 
religions.” 

Fa'll also likened the activities of 
Habad (Lubavttch) activists here 
and abroad to Christian mis- 
sionaries, “though their aim is not to 
change a person’s religion but his 
way of life." 

Also voting against the anti- 
missionary law was Mordechai 
Wirshubskl (DMC). Abstainers In- 
cluded Moshe S h a h al (Alignment) , 
Moshe Amar (Mapam), Mordechai 
Elgrabll (DMC), Amm on Rubinstein 
(DMC) and Zalman Staoval (Likud). 

Before approving the law, the 
House rejected a suggestion by Aloni 
that the vote be put off for a week. 
She said two interested 
organizations, the International 
Intertalth Committee and the 
American Jewish Committee, had 
requested a meeting with the chair- 
man of the Law Committee. 

“The meetings were scheduled but 
had to be postponed because of Mr. 
Glass' illness," she said. “Since this 
is not a matter of Ufe-and-death, I 
suggest that we hold off action on 
this today.” 

But the Speaker of the House 
refused to alter the agenda on these 
grounds, and the vote was taken. 

Before the poll, Halevi, a former 
High Court Justice, said: “There Is 
absolutely no threat of religious 
persecution or discrimination In this 
law. At issue here is bribery. Just as 
bribery is abhorrent in justice and 
everyday life, so — the members of 
the committee felt — it is abhorrent 
in attempting to influence someone 
to change his religious convictions."

The Knesset — by a vote of 87 to 20 
— yesterday defeated an attempt by 
the Alignment to thwart the sale of 
the Government's share in Bank 
Tefahot to private interests.

Fatt said, “It is clearly the position 
of this Government to reduce its in- 
terests in so many business enter- 
prises. In fact, among the nine 
largest banks in this country, the 
Government owns part interest In 
five. We must rectify this situation.” 
Among the MKs voting against the' 
-Government proposal were Jacques 


Amir (Alignment), who urged that 
not only should the divestiture plan 
be dropped, but the Government 
should proceed forthwith to buy up 
the interests of the private investors 
in Tefahot and gain full control of the 
bank. 

Amir was also fearful that transfer 
of the Government’s shares to 
private hands would endanger job 
security for the bank's 820 
employees in its 10 branches. 

Fatt pledged that when the time 
for selling Tefahot is at hand, a 
special ministerial committee would 
be named to oversee the transaction 
to protect the rights of all interested 
parties — including bank employees; 
mortgage borrowers and persons 
holding savings deposits In Tefahot.

Marathon," which will double as the 
! first Israel national championships 
in the event, starts at Capernaum 
and finishes at Ein Gev. Starting 
time Is 11:80 a.m. 

The race is being held under the 
auspices of the local Sports Federa- 
tion, and has been recognized by the 
London-based International 
Amateur Athletics Federation. 

The initiative for what Is planned 
as an annual December 81 event, 
comes from the recently formed 
Israel Runners’ dub. The event Is 
being organised is conjunction with 
various local authorities in the Jor-. 
dan Valley. 

The race — which commemorates 
the exploits of a messenger who 
carried the news to Athens of a great 
Greek military victory at Marathon 
in 490 BCE —has only been held here 
occasionally, and never with more 
than six participants. 


The score of participants from 
abroad, all of wham are paying their 
own fares to Israel, will be 
augmented by' some 25 foreign 
nationals working or studying in the 
country, organizing committee 
chairman David Eiger told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday.

Hie Government will not budge 
from its proposals on Judea and 
Samaria, Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman reportedly told the Likud 
Knesset faction in Jerusalem yester- 
day evening. It will not offer 
i anything more than the present 
elements of administrative 
autonomy. 

It is understood that .this position 
follows a near- agreement between 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin and 
Egypt’s President Anwar Sadat in 
Ismaiiiya earlier this week. Sadat 
had been ready to agree to self-rule 
for the Arab Palestinians but bis 
aides insisted on self-determination 
and Sadat accepted their advice. - 

The Israeli delegation believed 
more progress could have been 
reached had more time been 
available. Thus the agreement to 
form the political and military com- 
mittees at the minis terial level was 1 
promising. 

Weizman, who gave the Likud 
Knesset Members a colourful 
description of the trip, also reported 
other "positive developments" 
although not outstanding ones. Likud 
members were reluctant to reveal 
details of the closed meeting: The 
Defence Minister had warned he 
would give no more briefings if 
details are . leaked. 

Weizman appeared less optimistic 
at the Likud meeting than did Prime 
Minister Begin at the meeting with 
the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee. Weizman 
reported ly expects some hard 
negotiations but gave the Impression 
he believes the peace talks have 
passed the point of no return. 

However the Egyptian President 
and his aides told the Israeli delega- 
tion they could not reach' on agree- 
ment with Israel because of their 
commitment to the rest of the Arab 
world. They asked for Israeli con- 
cessions which could be presented to 
the other .countries, Weizman 
reportedly said. 

A report from Cairo that Egypt 
was ready to give Israel sovereignty 
over the Yamit area was not men- 
tioned in the Likud faction meeting. 
The Post was told.

'The' peace plan' Premier Begin had 
taken to Ismaiiiya. 

The ministers were reported to 
have received the Begin and Weiz- 
man account of the Ismaiiiya talks 
"with satisfaction." Some were, 
however, reportedly concerned 
about the fact that the Israeli and 
Egyptian positions remained poles 
apart on the substantive issues of 
borders and the Palestinians, 

Well-placed sources told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that the 
gap could only be narrowed If Presi- 
dent Sadat dropped his demands lor 
total Israeli withdrawal to the pre- 
1967 frontiers and the creation of a 
Palestinian state in the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip. The sources ex- 
pressed hope that Sadat would still 
be forthcoming towards Israel's 
peace proposals,. which pledge for- 
reaching withdrawals in Steal and 
the Golan as well as the extension of 
local autonomy to Judea, Samaria 
and the Gaza District. 

The same sources said that Sadat 
was flexible in Ismaiiiya on Israel's 
quest for full-fledged peace treaties 
and adequate security 
arrangements — but remained firm 
in his demands tor Israeli 
withdrawal to “international fron- 
tiers " on the Egyptian and Syrian 
fronts and for Its acceptance of a 
Palestinian state (which at certain 
stages he “softened" into “entity"). 


Sadat, these sources said, did not 
dismiss the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, with which Israel 
refused to negotiate under any cir- 
cumstances *But he did note quite 
clearly that, in contrast to the 1974 
Rabat summit resolution, he did not 
consider the FLO to be the “sole" 
representative' of the Palestinian 
Arabs. 

Begin wiU today present the peace 
proposals he carried to Ismaiiiya at 
a special Knesset political debate. 
Associates of the premier said that 
he was not e x pected to divulge the 
small details of the peace plan In 
public.

Peace. is certain to bring'an up- 
surge In aliya, Uzi Narldas, director- 
general of the Jewish Agency's Aliya 
Department, said yesterday. 

Narkiss, speaking at a- press con- 
ference in Jerusalem's new Gilo Ab- 
sorption Centre, estimated that If 
real peace comes next year, about 
30.000 Jews will immigrate, com- 
pared to 81,500 this year. The 1977 
figure is about nine per cent above 
last year, but still far below the 31,- 
000 arrivals in 1974, and 85,000 in 
1973. 

Aliya emissaries throughout the 
.world have been instructed to 
emphasize to potential immigrants, 
the beneficial changes that peace 

would bring. 1 

The agency's* 1978/78 budget has 
been set according to a projected 25,- 
000 arrivals, but It could be In- 
creased if more ohm come. Narkiss 
recently sent a memorandum to the 
government, warning that housing 


conditions for olizn would become In- 
tolerable if more flats are not con- 
structed immediately. 

The GBo Absorption Centre, open- 
ed in May In southeast Jerusalem, 
now houses 889 olim and has a 
capacity of 489 persoas. The 
honeycomb pre -fabricated structure 
Includes five ulpan classes, a 
children’s day-can centre and a syn- 
agogue. After 8Ukun DTttnti could 
find few private buyers for the 
building, toe Absorption Ministry’s 
Director-General Henahem Sher- 
man suggested that it be turned Into 
an absorption centre.

Studies have shown 
that about 70 per cent of all young 
singles coming from Western coun- 
tries eventually leave Israel when 
they fail to find permanent housing. 
The issuance of public tenders tor 
selecting aliya emissaries, which 
began two years ago. is a "big 
headache" for the Aliya Depart- 
ment, Narkiss said. Of the 800 men 
and women who presented their can- 
didacy In the last tender, just 30 were 
selected for service abroad. But the 
extra work of interviewing and 
selecting is worth the effort, he con- 
cluded, because the Jewish Agency 
is no longer open to criticism that its 
emissaries are selected according to 
party affiliation or personal ties.

This position, the academy 
spokesman said, is endorsed by the 
Ministry of Education's legal ad- 
viser, Dr. Zvi Cohen. Swastika- 
daubing is a criminal offence in 
Israel. 

The Bezalel graffiti Included the 
symbols for “swastika equals Star of 
David.” The day after they 
appeared, 4 pamphlet was posted in 
the department which called for 
anarchy and violence against the 
Gush Emunim movement. It was 
signed by a group calling itself ‘.’The 
First of November.” 

When the graffiti were first dis- 
covered, academy director Dan 


Two armed and masked men held 
up an employee at a Sonol petrol sta- 
tion In Jerusalem’s Abu Tor quarter 
early yesterday morning, making off 
with the IL8,000 he had collected the 
previous night.

Hoffner told The Jerusalem Post 
that “unless we find the culprits 
within a week I’m turning the whole 
business over to police.”

The Bezalel spokesman said it was 
not clear that students had painted 
the swastikas. However, one senior 
member of the Fine Arts Depart- 
ment indicated that the perpetrators 
were known. He said just after the 
incident that he didn’t think the 
authorities should be too harsh on 
them since they “are really a very 
young and immature bunch of kids.” 
One of them-, he said, was so disturb- 
ed that he had not done his army ser- 
vice. 

Several teachers expressed their 
dissatisfaction with the handlin g of 
the swastika affair. One said he was 
shocked “not so much by the 
behaviour of a bunch of Btudents, but 
by the complete Indifference of the 
Ministry of Education to the 


situation." 

The chairman of Bezalel 'a board of 
directors is Dr. Dan Ronnen, who is 
also in charge of art education for 
the ministry. Complaints were also 
made to Danny Wermus and Dov 
Goldberger, aides to Minister 
Zevulun Hammer. 

The spokesman noted that Bezalel 
had initiated "special educational 
activities about the Nazi regime and 
the Holocaust” for students. Asked 
for details yesterday, he said that 
half a day was devoted recently to 
lectures and slides about the 
Holocaust. 

In addition, a group of teachers, in- 
cluding some former concentration- 
camp inmates, organized a collo- 
quium at their own initiative. The 
meeting was heckled by a small 
group of students who shouted 
“Nazis” and compared Israel's 
heavy bombing of Lebanon after the 
Nahariya raid with the policies of 
Nazi Germany.

Aharon Langerman, Director- 
General of the Ministry of Labour 
and Social Affairs, yesterday 
suggested that the name of Akim's 
“Roof for the Retarded Child" cam- 
paign be changed to “Home for the 
Retarded" in view of the new ap- 
proach to the retarded being taken 
by the Ministry. 

Langerman was speaking at a

'Die drive Itself will take place 
an January 8. 

The Director-General printed out 
that while for many years the trend 
in Israel hsz been to place the 
retarded In institutions, the Ministry 
was now changing its approach in 
favour of day-care centres. He 
emphasized that the Ministry was 
giving the care of the retarded 
budgetary priority this year, and 


that it hoped for assistance from 
Jolnt-Malben in the U.S. and the 
Ministry of Finance.. 

While institutional' care could not 
be dismissed, Langerman said, the 
main emphasis will now be on com- 
munity care, rehabilitation and 
vocational guidance centres, and 
genetic counselling. 

Above all, he said, "the thirtieth 
anniversary year of Israel must be 
remembered as the year of change 
in the Israel public’s attitude to the 
retarded.” 

President Katzir, who was 
presented .with glass handicrafts by 
a young man and woman from an 
Akim hostel for retarded adults, also 
gave out the annual Akim 
scholarships.

French couple turned back 
because of hostile contacts

A French couple was turned back 
at Ben-Gurion Airport on Christmas 
for security reasons, the Interior 
Ministry spokesman said yesterday. 

He said that there waa reason to 
believe that Paul Gauthier, 42, and 
his wife Marle-Thereae, 88, would 
have constituted & danger had they 
been allowed into the country. But he 
could not elaborate on what the In- 
formation was or how It had been ob- 
tained. 

The spokesman denied a French 
news agency (AFP) report that the 
two were banned merely because of 
their political sympathies with the 
Palestinians. One of the cor- 
nerstones of Israeli policy, he said, is 
that the Holy Places are open foe all 
to visit. No one would he barred 
because of their political beliefs, he 
added.

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Economists predict 
bleak ’78 for West 


Demirel loses 
another deputy 


PARIS (AP). — Industrialized 
nations in the West will have, a bleak 
economic year in 1978, frustrated by 
sluggish growth and rising un- 
employment, the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment (OECD) predicted yesterday. 

In Its semi-annual economic 
forecast, the OECD predicted that 
its 24 member nations will show an 
overall growth rate of only S.5 per 
cent next year and will suffer in- 
creased joblessness, continuing 
balance of payments deficits, and in- 
creasing domestic pressures too. 
protectionist trade policies. 

The OECD secretariat, the 
econ omi c brain trust at the Western 
Industrialized nations, warned the 
/'Big Three” — the U.S., Japan and 
West Germany ~ that too little 
oconoinlc stimulus next year will 
generate more unemployment, while 
too much will spark another 
dangerous round of world inflation. 

Despite its bleak forecasts, the 
OECD secretariat denied the In- 
dustrialized world was trapped in 
what some observers have called a 
"damned- If-you-do, danmed-if-you- 
dont" dilemma over balancing un- 
employment and inflation. 

“This Is not a Catch-22 situation,” 
■aid David Fay, director of the 


OECD secretariat. "IT the right 
things are done, they will work.” 
At a press conference, Fay also 
urged the "Big Three” industrial 
nations to move quickly to stimulate 
their economies and sot to bow to 
nationalist pressures for protec- 
tionist measures or other restraints 
on free trade. 

On the brighter side. Fay said the 
OECD was encouraged by Japan's 
recent Improvement In Industrial 
production and by the ''significant 
improvement” In the balance of 
payments position of Italy, France, 
Great Britain, Finland and 
■Australia. 

He also said the recent decision by 
oil-producing nations not to raise the 
price of pil was "some cause of 
satisfaction" tor the Industrialized 
nations. 

Regarding the U.S., Fay said the 
recent slippage of the dollar on lnter- 
natlonal money markets was' 
"worrying.” But he applauded re- 
cent steps taken by the Carter Ad- 
ministration to bolster the dollar. 
Fay said the current U.S. balance 
of payments deficit, which the report 
termed a "striking development," 
was not due to oil Imports and lack of 
an energy policy. He said It was due 
to the taster rate of recovery of the 
U.S. economy. 


ANKARA. — Another deputy resign- 
ed yesterday from premier 
Suleyman Demlrel's Justice Party, 
eroding still further the support of 
the- premier and driving Turkey 
toward a new government crisis. 

Party Deputy Mehmet Catalbas 
announced his resignation just 
before the lower house of assembly 
met to decide when to deal with a 
censure motion tabled by the 
Republican People’s Party last 
Thursday. 

Resignations from the Justice Par- 
ty cost the coalition its majority 
earlier this month. 

Parliament was to decide whether 
to accept the censure motion on Its 
agenda, but the decision was being 
regarded as a foregone conclusion as 
the government has said it is ready 
to answer the RPP’a charges. 

If the censure motion, which at- 
tacks the government as inconsis- 
tent and irresponsible, is carried, it 
is expected to be followed by an 
attempt to pass a vote of no con- 
fidence in Demirel’s five-month-old 
administration.

Soviets says West assumes 
Shcharansky is innocent 


MOSCOW (UPI)- — A prominent 
Soviet magazine said yesterday that 
Western sympathizers are pre- 
judging the ease against imprisoned 
dissident Anatoly Shcharansky by 
manming he la Innocent of treason. 

Shcharansky has been In jail for 
the past nine months while on In- 
vestigation ia underway. The 
magazine "LJteratumaya Gazeta” 

■ said the U.S. has no right to Interfere 
In the case. 

President Carter has already 
denied charges that Shcharansky 
worked for the Central Intelligence ' 
Agency, and U.S. senators and con- 
gressmen have called for a fHamlmmJ 
of the charges against him. 

- Ironically, the Soviet press has 
already accused Shcharansky of 
treason, despite the claim that 
Shcharansky 's Western supporters 
were prejudging the case. 

On October 29, the Soviet news 
agency T Ian charged Shcharansky 
was a "traitor” who would be 
punished "to the full extent of the 
law" — which could mean the death 
penalty If he Is convicted of treason. 

Thus far, the formal charges 
against the 29-year-old computer 
scientist have not been released, and 
the Investigators recently asked for 
a six-month extension to continue 
their probe. 

The article in "LIteraturaaya 
Gazeta.” written by reporters Victor 
Valentinov and Boris Roshchin, 


charged that Shcharana k y’s Weartfern 
supporters are Ignoring the realities 
of the case: 

"Neither the Soviet state nor the 
Soviet people need lecturing on how 
to live in their own house,” the 
reporters said. 

The reporters said the Soviet 
Union will “not allow anyone to cast 
doubt on its right to manage its inter- 
nal affairs without prompting and 
moralizing maxima by preachers 
from across the ocean.” 


OSLO (Reuter). — For the first time 
in the history of the oil tanker in- 
dustry, the giant ships are being 
scrapped foster than they are being 
built, the world owners' association 
Intertanko said here yesterday.

Thsovlets for years have concen- 


trated on perfecting MHD as a com- 
mercial generating source.

The 
High Temperature Institute already 
produces a modest amount of energy 
regularly from a more conventional 
MHD installation. 

“We're ahead of the Americans,” 
Sheindlin said. 

• 'It shows what they can do When 
they concentrate their resources," 
said -an American scientist. 
“Everything is fabricated right in 
their own shops, they have a high 
priority, and can get things done 
when they have to.” 

But It may be the- special 
American “superconducting" 
magnet that holds the key to large- 
scale future use of the MHD concept, 
one Soviet scientist said, because It 
promises to bring the cost of electric 
generation down to present commer- 
cial levels despite the price tag on 
exotic new equipment. 

The 40-ton super-conducting 
magnet, devised and built by 
Argonne, can generate about five 
times the force, field of a 2,000-ton 
conventional magnet because elec- 
tricity can pass through Its HUper- 
cold coils without resistance. This 
means it takes virtually no electrici- 
ty at all to bring the magnet to Its 
superconducting levels, making 
great energy . savings even as It 
generates elevated amounts of 
power because of its more powerful 
force field. 

A TOUR of the facility discloses an 
odd amalgam of American and 
Soviet cooperation. In the 


“penthouse" control room high 
above the generating bays where the 
MHD apparatus is installed, ttiro 
U.S. computers stand across a room 
from each other. One monitors the 
U.S. magnet, the other the Soviet- 
built energy channel, combustion 
chamber and related exhaust equip- 
. meat. The two Computers are not In- 
terconnected and thub cannot 
.automatically share Information. 

“We haven't got that far yet,” says 
an American. The interconnection 
question is something that must be 
negotiated. But the computer people 
- fat.iir to each other, share humour and 
seem relatively relaxed In each 
other’s presence. 

Down below, the U-25B occupies 
its own large platform in the im- 
mense generating room. The air is 
filled with an eerie, piercing whine of 
hot air coursing through the energy 
channel at 900 degrees centigrade,, 
readying it for the searing heat of a 
full plasma test. 

Connected In the middle of a jungle 
of Soviet-built pipes, tubes, cables, 
gas connections, shock absorbers 
and other Dantesque paraphernalia 
Is the American magnet — blue and 
white with a large sign proclaiming 
it a U.S. -US SR cooperative 
programme' in MHD power genera- 
tion. 

To Jackson and many of the other 
Americans, the fact that the magnet 
is here at ail and part of a major ex- 
perimental project that has the 
backing of both countries is 
something to be made much of. Ma- 
jor questions still remain to be 
answered regarding the reliability of 
the superconducting magnet, the 
durability of the energy channel, the 
safety and performance of the Inter- 
connected equipment. The answers 
learned over the next few years may 
gu a long way to proving whether 
MHD 1s a plausible, new way to 
generate power. 

And it may provide some long- 
term answers on Soviet-American 
cooperation as well.

Or one can tell a lie by im- 
plication: “I'm the tallest boy In my 
class,” allow the listener to infer 
that be is also the strongest, bravest, 
etc. Within the family, it usually 
works something like this: Father is 
looking for an illusive receipt 
amongst the litter on his desk. Just 
when his nerves are at the breaking 
point, 9-year-qld Suzi pipes up in her 
most innocent voice that she saw 
Sister Sarah in the study a couple of 
days ago! * 

These, in. general terms, are the 
reasons for and the types of lies in 
which children indulge. If this 
happens In your home, you are all 
too familiar with the types of fights 
provoked and the frustration In get- 
ting children to mend their ways.

at face value what you are being 
told. On the other hand, you hate 
yourself for sounding like a broken 
record, saying, “Are you sure you’re 
telling me the truth?" Worst of all, 
as a parent you are concerned that 
this youngster is becoming recogniz- 
ed for what he is among his friends, 
and ft hurts you to see him expose 
himself to humiliation and insult. In- - 
suit from his friends may just cure 
him. But it's chancy. It is just as like- 
ly to aggravate the underlying 
reasons for his lying in the first 
place. 

It is impossible to give detailed In- 
structions on what to do when one is 
dealing in generalities rather than 
specific instances. But the following 
general statements should help 
parents find a solution for their In- 
dividual circumstances: 

• Insist that the family relate to this 
child as to any other with a problem. 
.You would pot allow the family, to ( 
tease -an ■ B^yearnjld hed-wetter or ' 
make fun -of a child who wears - 


eyeglasses. This problem child 
deserves the same sympathetic 
handling even though his behaviour 
is often unpleasant and anti-social. 

• Attempt to understand why the 
child lies. This is most important. It 
is not easy for parents to do without 
help; they are emotionally Involved 
by the time the child is of middle 
school age, the original reasons may 
have been obscured by a multitude of 
behaviour patterns and personal 
relationships. What the parents can 
do more easily is to relate to the lies, 
to discern what circumstances 
provoke them and what patterns 
there may he to this behaviour. If a 
child's lying mainly presents him in 
a better light, you don't need an ex- 
pert to help bolster your child's self- 
confidence. Yon are in the best posi- 
tion to know what strengths or 
talents he has that can be exploited 
to this end. 

• Lies and Uars make people lose 
their tempers and react In angry and 
hostile ways. Children shouldn’t be 
expected to exercise this kind of con- 
trol, but parents must find more 
effective responses. After all. an es- 
calating progression of lies, 
punishments and more lies haven't 
solved the problem until now. There 
is no reason to assume this will be 
any more effective tomorrow. When 
faced with an- obvious lie, remove 1 - 


yourself from the .conversation in the 
most expedient way. Refuse to con- 
tinue talking, or just leave the room, 
only later explaining how you feel 
about talking with someone when 
you can't trust what Is being said. 

• Do not become a partner to lying 
by allowing a child to benefit from It. 

If your child gets into trouble at 
school and expects you to ball him 
out by becoming an accessory to bis 
deceitful excuses, don't! All parents 
may have occasionally written an 
untruth to explain an unwarranted 
school absence, but if you hav'e a 
problem liar, this is a luxury neither 
you nor he can afford. You must let 
him suffer the consequences of his 
behaviour. 

• Above all, you must, be beyond 
reproach in your dealings with the 
child. This not only applies to telling 
the truth, such as fulfilling promises, 
bqt being absolutely fair at all times. 
Despite his reputation try not to 
assume that he is lying until you are 
sure that he Is. In thin case, it Is more 
important than in almost any other 
behaviour problem that you obey the 
old axiom that you are not rejecting 
the child, but only his behaviour. 
More than anything else, the most 
effective action you can take is to 
convince him that his offensive 
behaviour just isn’t necessary! . -

, South did not let the three spade 
bid deter him. He led the spade four, 
to the Queen in North and the ace in 
East. It was a killing lead, but... 
Eisenberg, the American declarer, 
was reluctant to hold off the ace 
(holding off is often a very good 
play). A follow-up play in spades 
could serve to give the opponents the 
count. How right he was. He won the 
trick with the ace, and continued 
with the diamond ace In his hand and 
then with the diamond king In the 
dummy. Both opponents followed 
suit. He then played a diamond 
which was won by the queen, now a 
singleton in the South hand. 

Garozzo led the spade king and 
North dropped the ten. What did this 
mean? Did It also show the spade 
nine? Did it indicate four spades? 
Could East have only three spades? 


But if East had four, a* his bidding 
suggested, there was a danger that 
they were the ace-eight 'and two 
small. It seemed safest, with the 
heart ace as an entry, to play to the 
nine in partner’s hand. So a low 
spade was led and East’s nine won 
the trick! Th-e club finesse 
successful, and the contract was 
made for 620 points. *

In Haifa, third place Haifa Hapoel 
had no trouble with South Tel Aviv 
Maccabl, racing to a 30-28 halftim e 
lead and winning by 107-80. 

Gvat/Tagur Hapoel, playing at 
home, expected to have an easy time 
with 10th place Tel Aviv Elitzur, but 


the visitors almost pulled off a major 
upset. Elitzur managed to stay even 
with the northern team until, the 30th 
minute, when they broke down, los- 
ing 80-83. 

Two teams have emerged as the 
main contenders for the sixth playoff 
sport, Ramat Gan Maccabl and 
Afula Hapoel, and both scored 
narrow victories.

Only Amsterdam undersells 
the duty-free shops here

TEL AVIV. — Goods at duty-free 
shops In Israel are not only SO per 
cent lower in price than those sold In 
ordinary shops here, but also Just as 
cheap or even cheaper than those 
sold In' duty-free shops abroad — 
with one exception — Amsterdam, 
This was stated yesterday by 
Rafael Baruch, director-general of 
the Remetam chain, which has out- 
lets at Ben-Gurion Airport and at six 
shops In hotels fat the two Hiltons, 
the two Plazas, the Holiday Inn and 
the Sharon). Although only speaking 
for his chain, he thought the situation ' 
was xfranar in regard to the other- 
duty-free shops In Israel, run by 
Eehkar, Stem, and Omega-Tlasot. 

Prices are cheaper in Amsterdam 
because, Baruch, believes, "the shop 
belongs to the airport Itself and pays 
a low rent. In all other airports that I 
know, like in Israel, the shop pays a 
rent based ana a percentage of its tur- 
nover. For us, the rental is our 
highest outlay, followed by wages. 
Thus, we simply cant compete with 
Amsterdam." 

At the Remetam shop at Ben- 
Gurion (which now belongs to a 
Belgium Investor, David Sflmwnd. 
who acquired it foam the Mapal Par- 
ty and Tfbor Rosenbaum),- 90 per 
cent of the sales are in three items: 
perfumes, d rinks and cigarettes. 

About 80 per cent of the perfumes 
sold are imported. Of the local 
brands Judith Muller is the one most 
bought by tourists. As for men, the' 
outstanding- seller is Paco Rabanne 
after shave lotion, made in France. 

Twenty per -cent of the alcoholic 
drinks sold are also Israeli, with 
Sabra and Moishe Shicker leading 
the local brands. Carmel Mizrahi 
brandies, such as 777, also go fairly 
well, with a bottle costing $3.50, com- 
pared to twice that much for a 
similar size bottle of a French three- 
star brand, which goes for |7 to $8. 


Both Sabra and Moishe Shicker 
sell for $6 a bottle — compared to $10 
for the same bottle in a duty-free 
shop abroad, such as at Frankfurt 
airport. 

The main brands of American 
cigarettes are Kent, Marlborough 
and Winston (incidentally, the price 
charged in'Israel Is about the same 
as that in any store in the U.S., due to 
the high price of bringing them 
here) . Among English cigarettes the 
leaders ore Rothman's and Benson A 
Hedges. The local brand Time is also 
picked up by tourists, but local 
cigarettes account for less than ten 
per cent of all sales. 

The situation in the six hotel shops 
is different, for here, in addition to 
the "big' three", drinks, perfumes 
and cigarettes, three other items are • 
also sold in considerable quantities. 
The first is wrist watches (Seiko Is 
the leading brand, followed 'by 
Citizen and Casio — all three 
Japanese). Next are tapes and TV 
sets and cameras and accessories. 
In the latter two categories there are 
no favourites. 

Baruch points out that “It is time 
the duty-free shops in Israel came of 
age. Abroad,' after making a. 
purchase in foreign currency,, the 
change is generally given in the local 
currency. Since the Israeli pound is 
now freely convertible, there is no 
reason why we shouldn't be allowed 
to do the same thing." 

What worries Baruch more thgn 
anything else in this matter is the 
shortage of pennies, nickles, dimes 
and quarters to make change. “It 
costs us $ 1.20 to bring over $1 fn 
small change — so we often give 
change in cigarettes or amxii bottles 
of brandy.” 

Moreover, he would like to see 
Israelis, about to go abroad, allowed 
to buy duty-free item's in the hotel 
shops and have them delivered to the 
plane. At present, Israelis can only 
buy at Lod.

“If we handle individual crates by 
manual labour, we lose money at 
current loading charges," says Bar- 
Mashiah. "The -new loading techni- 
ques help us handle more cargo with 
fewer people. Our labour force is 
gradually shrinking. We are now 
down to 1,950 from a peak of 8,000 
due to regular retirement or volun- 
tary early retirement. We could do 
with even less labour and thus also 
help solve the costly problem of 
summer redundancies, when there Is 
not enough cargo to keep all the men 
busy,” be said. 


Merchants gain more 
time to declare stocks

TEL AVIV. — The Treasury has 
agreed to extend the period in which 
merchants must submit declarations 
of their stock. The action was taken 
at a meeting Monday of Treasury of- 
ficials with Moshe Terluk. secretary 
general of the General Merchants 
Association. 

Requests for the extension have to 
be submitted through the associa- 
tion. 

The customs authorities, on the 
other hand, have not yet reached a 
deciaion on the association's 
proposals regarding dead stock. 

This, according to Terluk, will 
delay the submission of declarations 
by many businessmen, tie charged 
the customs authorities with adop- 
ting a "rigid" attitude on the subject 
of dead stock. As a result many 
appeals to the courts may be ex- 
pected. he said.

Deputy Finance Minister Tebezkel 
Flomin yesterday revealed a range 
of new economic projects — some of 
them very novel for Israel — that are 
under active discussion In the 
Treasury and the Bank of Israel. 

One. group of foreign investors 
wants to establish an investment 
bank, with an initial capital of $l 0 m 
and file Bank of Israel is now con- 
sidering the application for a permit 
The new bank will finance In- 
vestments in public utilities. It will 
not engage in current banking 
business, and will raise its capital 
abroad- 

Another group of Investors, in- 
cluding local and foreign interests, 
wants to set up a gold bourse In 
Israel. The idea, according to 
Flomin, is based on the tact that 
trade In gold la carried on by Jews In 
many countries. The establishment 
of a^oid exchange may attract that 
kind of business to Israel on a signifi- 
cant scale. 

A similar ideq is to set up a com- 
modity exchange here, based on a 
free-trade zone and warehousing 
facilities in that zone. Such an ex- 
change would permit deals in com- 
modity futures. 

Yet another idea has come from a 
group of American financial in- 
stitutions, not including banks, to set 
up an investment syndicate for in- 
vestments In Israel. Flomin said that 
the institutions involved are 
motivated purely by business con- 
siderations. 

A more concrete project is a deci- 
sion taken this week by the Ministers 
of Finance, Industry and Transport 
to re-examine the feasibility of 


extending the railway line to Eilat 
The request for a reconsideration 
of this project which had been shelv- 
ed earlier, came from Transport 
Minister Melr Axnit. The reason for 
reviving thin project is that there are 
now improved prospects forexports 
of phosphates, in addition to the 
possibility that trade with Africa and 
Asia will expand if a settlement with 
Egypt is reached. The investment in 
the railway line Is estimated at 
$ 200 m„ and the capital would be 
raised abroad. 

Earlier yesterday Flomin spoke 
before the Economic Club of 
Jerusalem and reviewed the 
Government's New Economic 
Policy. He said that in the first two 
months after the liberalization of 
currency controls, the public had 
sold the Bank of Israel, net, about 
$50m. Contrary to initial fears, there 
had been no rush to buy foreign 

currency. _ . 

Flomin also pointed out that the 
Government had so far succeeded in 
avoiding the trap of a so-called 
“deluxe" devaluation, in which all 
those Injured by the NEP would be 
compensated. He compared the 
devaluation favourably. In that 
respect, with that of 1962. 

The main test of the Government's 
New Economic Policy. Flomin said, 
will come shortly, when the 
negotiations for a new wage agree- 
ment begin. He expressed the hope 
that the HlBtadrut would accept the 
principle that wages must he a fair 
return for a fair contribution to out- 
put. 

Flomin reiterated the 
Government's resolve to reduce Its 
share in the economy and to refrain 
from intervention. 


Film distributors warn that 
cinema workers may lose their jobs

TEL AVIV. — If the cinema strike 
continues, all movie theatre 
employees may soon be dismissed, 
the heads of the Film Distributors 
Association told the press here 
yesterday. Many of the distributors 
own their own theatres. 

They noted that the cinema strike, 
protesting the entertainment tax 
levied on movie tickets, has lasted 18 
days, causing severe losses to the In- 
dustry. Entertainment tax receipts 
go to the Local Authorities. 

Losses are so heavy, cinema 
owners stressed, that the 2,500 per- 
sons employed in the cinema may 
soon find themselves out of- a job. 

Representatives of the cinema 
employees told The Jerusalem Post 
last night that they strongly resent 
“being made pawns in a fight which 
has nothing to do with us." They will 
demand full pay for the days the 


movies stay shut, because, they 
argue, they are being locked out by 
the management. 

The Union of Local Authorities 
secretary-general, Ze'ev Mellion, 
denied In a conversation with The 
Post yesterday that there is any 
compromise in the air about the 
entertainment tax. “We will certain- 
ly not seek the solution to the theatre 
owners problems out of our pockets. 
In the past when the tax was reduc- 
ed, ticket, prices were not propor- 
tionally lowered and they have yet to 
prove that -their situation la really as 
bad as they make it out to be." 

MK Haim Kaufman (Likud), a 
member of the Knesset Finance 
Committee, said on Monday a com- 
promise was being considered which 
would pboliah the tax over a two- 
year period, with two-thirds of the in- 
come loss to be absorbed by the 
Treasury and the rest by the Local 
Authorities. 
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Half full or half empty? 


THE GAME of the week Is trying to figure out the results of the 
Egyptian- Israeli summit meeting in Ismailiya. Assessments by 
the parties themselves have tended to vary from unqualified 
satisfaction to qualified dissatisfaction, depending where and 
when they were given. 

President Sadat appeared a fairly happy man, fully confident 
of the ultimate inevitability of peace, at the joint press con- 
ference with Premier Begin; but in private he hew been soun- 
ding a somewhat jarring note of discontent, presumably meant 
to jolt Israel into further concessions. 

As for Mr. Begin, the air of exuberance that characterized his 
performance in Ismailiya gave way to a more sober demeanour 
upon arrival back in Israel — he was still buoyant, but In a more 
subdued vein. Certainly his tone was not nearly as sombre as 
that of Foreign Minister Dayan, who insisted he was not disap- 
pointed but nevertheless warned sternly of the "serious 
obstacles on the way," the removal of which, he suggested, 
depended largely on Mr. Sadat "and his advisers." 

The question, as happens ever so often, is whether the glass is 
half full or half empty. 

This is the sensible view of the matter. Not surprisingly, it is 
not the view of the Kremlin. According to Tass. the Soviet so- 
called news agency, the meeting in Ismailiya ended in humilia- 
tion for Mr. Sadat. A deadlock ensued, and the Egyptian Presi- 
dent was forced to make huge unilateral concessions to Israel. 

Such as? Well, such as the agreement to send the Egyptian 
Foreign Minister to Jerusalem next month for the meetings of 
the political working group of the Cairo conference. And why is 
that a huge concession? Because it would be considered all 
around the Arab world as Egyptian recognition of Jerusalem as 
Israel's capital. 

Tass' memory, alas, is woefully poor. The damage it bewails 
was already done — by President Sadat's official visit to 
Jerusalem last month. That historic visit, although it included 
the Old City, did not signify Egyptian acceptance of Israel's 
position on the status of East Jerusalem. But it did amount to a 
recognition of Israel as a legitimate state — and of Jerusalem as 
its capital. 

The traditional Arab stand on Jerusalem, which long pre- 
dates the Six Day War, has always been a symptom of the 
refusal of the Arab governments to reconcile themselves to 
Israel's existence. The support being lent to it now through Tass 
is damning evidence of the real Soviet sentiment behind the 
facade of peaceful protestations. 

The question can also be asked whether the time has not now 
come for friendly states, such as the U.S., to follow President 
Sadat's example by starting to move their embassies from Tel 
Aviv to Jerusalem. 

Or do they feel that they must appear in public as more pro- 
Arab than Egypt's President, by paying obeisance to that 
defunct UN decision on the internationalization of the Holy 
City? 


Strike damage 


A NUMBER OF merchants have filed a suit in the Haifa District 
Court against the Ships Officers Union, claiming damages for 
losses caused them by a work dispute to which they were not a 
party. They state that the occupation of berths in Haifa harbour 
by strike-bound Israel ships prevented an American vessel from 
discharging its cargo there. She was compelled to leave for an 
Italian port and unload there, at considerable cost to the plain- 
tiffs. 

The suit is made under the law of torts. The court will 
presumably decide whether the loss was caused by an action 
that was illegal (that is, disobedience to an order from the Ports 
Authority to clear the berth) . 

The time may well be ripe for introducing legislation that 
defines just what a strike is. so that the courts and the public 
may know what damage is a legitimate accompaniment and 
what is illegitimate and thus recoupable. 

A work stoppage necessarily causes damage to persons other 
than the employer. When workers down tools in a factory, 
customers expecting delivery by fixed deadlines are harmed. 
When a power-station is shut down, many other workplaces are 
paralysed by the lack of electricity. That is part of the game. 

But these are indirect effects. In recent times, strikers have 
commonly done damage to third parties directly. The law does 
not say (to take an example) that if — as once happened — bus 
drivers park their vehicles across the road to prevent the flow of 
ordinary traffic, that is by definition something other than in- 
dustrial action. 

Employed persons are allowed to declare a strike under the 
law, provided that they are not in breach of contract, that the 
action is authorized by their proper representative organiza- 
tion, ai>d that due notice has been given. But this is not enough. 
The law should state outright that a strike is a cessation of work, 
and no more than that. Any action in breach of public order that 
goes beyond a cessation of work cannot be justified on the 
grounds that it is legal strike action. 

Such an amendment would make clear to working people 
everywhere the limits to which they may go in a labour dispute. 
It would prevent them from breaking the law of torts in- 
advertently. under the mistaken impression that they are 
justifiably and properly defending their legitimate trade union 
rights.

Jordanian businessmen predict, 
however, that it wii) take Aqaba only 
10 years to become a serious rival to 
Eilat.

20 miles due west.

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Who speaks for the Gazans? 


Residents of the Gaza Strip are tired 
of foreign administration and want 
peace, writes ZVI ARENSTEIN. 


Signs are that they are growing Im- 
patient with the PL.O, which inspires 
mainly fear in them. 


ONE THING is clear In Gaza today 
— the residents want peace and the 
PLO may be left behind if it doesn't 
begin to "take this into account. 

For as long as anyone here can 
remem ber. Gaza has been under the 
administration of one power or 
another — before the Israelis it was 
the Egyptian 3 * who replaced the 
British." who came after the Turks. 
Gaza has had a long history of 
restrictions, regulations and 
curfews. The Israeli administration 
has been most helpful and 
benevolent by comparison with its 
predecessors, but local residents 
still feel the urge to break away from 
a foreign military government that 
controls their everyday lives. For 
Gazans peace may spell an end to 
these administrations. The roan-in- 
the-street Is enthusiastic about the 
latest political developments. 
"Inshallah." one hears. "Sadat and 
Begin wil) bring us peace." The local 
community leaders, less trusting 
and more likely to try to Influence 
events, also want peace: each leader 
is trying 1° contribute to the momen- 
tum in his own way. 

Mayor R&shad Shawwa is the key- 
man in the current situation. What 
he says and thinks seems to be given 
prominence in the Israeli media. It is 
important to remember, however, 
that he was not elected by secret 
ballot, but appointed by the Gaza 


Strip military government on the 
basis of popular support. 

Shawwa has adopted the classic 
■‘wait and see" approach. He has 
placed himself, through delicate 
manoeuvring, on good terms with 
nearly all sides In the complex 
Palestinian struggle. He recently 
met with PLO leader Yasser Arafat 
in Beirut and is known to be on 
friendly terms with King Hussein. 
Sensitive to PLO reactions, Shawwa 
did not visit Sadat In Jerusalem or 
travel to Cairo to wish the President 
success In his peace effort. 


AUTONOMY, as Premier Begin has 
suggested, does not interest the 
mayor. He claims that Moshe Dayan 
made him similar offers in 1968. 
which he turned down. But the 
presence in Cairo of a delegation 
from Gaza, which Shawwa preferred 
to dismiss as not representative of 
the people, has put pressure on him 
to come up with something. The 
latest word ts that if concessions on 
Palestinian rights are forthcoming 
from the Israelis, the mayor might 
be willing to bypass the Intransigent 
PLO. And this would be a significant 
development. 

Shawwa is a member of one of 
Gaza's most influential families. He 
is a successful businessman and the 
founding force behind the 
Benevolent Society for the Relief of

Sirdana told me on his return from 
Cairo. "Are we going to wait another 
20 years for the PLO to make the 
same commitment?” 


THE THIRD factor on the Gaza 
scene is the pro-FLO group, whose 
current spokesman is Ibrahim Abu- 
Slta. He claims to be in close contact 
with PLO leaders and in a position to 
extract funds from them if needed. 
Lake Shawwa, he is hesitant about 
going to Cairo without PLO ap- 
proval; but be.was among the small 


delegation from the terr i tories that 
met with Sadat In Jerusalem. This 
could possibly be Interpreted as a, 
sign of flexibility. 

But one of the most telling 
arguments- 1 recently heard against 
the PLO came from a n influent ia l local 
businessman, who said: "The PLO 
have filled their role properly up to 
tbiw point. They have made excellent 
fighters for the Palestinian cause. 
But when peace comes to Gaza and 
the West Bank, and the time comes 
to choose local leaders — they will 
not necessarily be the ones best 
suited to govern the Palestinian peo- 
ple. Low-level members of the group 
may be included in our councils, but 
FLO leaders 'will not make good 
statesmen.” 


American investors can do a great 
deal to help the Israeli economy, 
says ELMER L. WINTER, chairman of 


the Committee for the Economic 
Growth of Israel, But Israel must 
take some vital steps to attract them. 


THERE ARE certain facts of life 
that must be considered as the New. 
Economic Policy (NEP) process 
settles in. These facts, if recognized 
and accepted, can, I believe, go' a 
long way towards producing an in- 
flow of foreign capital Into the coun- 
try, resulting in increased exports 
and the final elimination of Israel’s 
gap in her balance of payments. 

ISRAELIS MUST face up to file fact 
that the basic problem of their 
economy has been the very serious 
deficits in the balance of payments 
accompanied by a staggering infla- 
tion over the past few years. 

The stark realities facing every 
Israeli disclose: 

□In 1976, Israeli imports of goods 
and services were 57.54b. and. ex- 
ports $4. lb., leaving a deficit of 
53.44b. 

□To offset the deficit. Israel receiv- 
ed grants and loans from the U.8. 
government of $1.725b., world Jewry 
gave 5392m. and bought 5244m. In 
bonds, and German reparations to 
individuals totalled 5814m. The 
Israel government was required to 
borrow 5765m.. thus adding to the 
debt and interest obligations. 
□Israel's debt is approximately 56b. 
□If this export/import ratio con- 
tinues plus a 10 per cent increase in 
prices, the deficit, according to & re- 
cent article in "Commentary" 
magazine, will be 55b. by 1980 and 
58b. by 1985. Even if these projec- 
tions are unrealistic there is certain- 
ly reason to take measures to 
reve rse the trend. 

□The total investment in Israel in 
1976 declined by 15 per cent and in- 
vestment in industry declined by 8 
per cent Israel was in a no-win sit- 
uation. Mini -devaluations did not, 
provide the. answer as Israel slid 
further into debt. 


balance of payments 
Can Israel do it alone and look to 
locally-owned companies to close the 
gap in the balance of payments? 1 
doubt it. Israel needs to develop 
between 10 and. 20 large con- 
glomerates. Most Israeli companies 
are small, and small companies can- 
not afford the costs of research, 
automation equipment and overseas ' 
marketing. Foreign companies are 
needed to invest and to supply know- 
how. production- techniques, 
marketing and capital. - 


locations and is uneven in its Impact y 
Revisions in the tax struct ur e woulQ 


appear to be the best way to offset 
the effect of “the rich get richer and 
the poor get poorer.” A return to sub- 
sidies cannot be the answer, as this 
would only produce another round of 
price increases and further controls. 
The wiser way would be to get at the 
inequities through the tax structure. 


ISRAEL MUST be attractive to 
foreign investors. 

Israel has much to offer foreign In- 
vestors in terms' of brainpower; 
technical institutions, incentives, 
etc. The question must always be 
asked: “Why should an American 
company go 7,000 miles to open a 
plant in Israel?" There must be 
sound business reasons, accom- 
panied by limited government con- 
trols, ease of doing business, a 
minimum of red tape, free move- 
ment of materials, etc. 

I believe Finance Minister Ehrlich 
was right when he said : . "The 
government should not compete with 
its citizens, either in the field of 
direct economic activity or Involve- 
ment in investment and production 
or in the capi tal m arket,” 

Hopefully, NEP will offer genuine 
encouragement to American com- 
panies. to take a new look at Israel. I 
believe that decisions favourable to 
investments In Israel will now be 
made in American corporate ex- 
ecutive suites. 


WORKERS MUST be fairly compen- 
sated tor work performed. 

American companies are willing 
to pay a fair wage for a fair day’s 
work. The Impact of NEP on Israeli ; 
wages must be carefully thought; 
through- Massive strikes will not 
provide the answer. Foreign in- 
vestors go where there la labour 
: t ranq uillity and stability. Hopefully, 
NEP will present opportunities for 
increased earnings through greater 
productivity. 


ISRAEL MUST export to survive. 

Israel desperately needs to export 
her products. Ber manufacturers 
are competing with producers from 
all over the world who have 
accepted the challenge to "export to 
survive." Israeli goods must be 
smarter, original, more efficient, 
less costly, better styled, etc. 

Israel’s brainpower must find its 
way Into the design of consumer 
products; Israel's institutions must 
stress the importance of innovation 
and creativity. Yesterday'sproducts 
won’t sell. New ideas must come off 
the drawing boards — not to meet 
competition, but to beat it. 

Subsidies wont dose the balance 
of payments gaps; private initiative 
will. 


FOREIGN INVESTORS will not 
open factories- in Israel on an 
emotional basis. 

It ought to be clearly understood 
that foreign investors use only one 
measuring stick: R.O. I. (Return an 
Investment) when considering in- 
vestments abroad. Emotion is not an 
ingredient in the corporate decision? 
making process when investments 
abroad are considered. 


ISRAELI WORKERS must be conj 
.vinced that NEP .will mean long* 
term benefits for. tbem. 

It is diffic ult to r an Israeli worked 
to consider NEP benefits while his o.£ 
her present purchasing power ha-jgj 
been materially reduced. Workers 
must see that NEP. long term, wily 
provide an improved standard of livi ! 
ing. less dependency on government^ 
freer movement of goods au|^ 
supplies, greater. Job opportunities ; 
and lower t axes. 

I believe NEP, through increase- 
investments and stepped-up exports 
will provide a better s t andard of llv-. 
ing tor Israeli workers. The closin. / 
of the balance of payments gap wfi r 
reduce dependency on others, cut th ; 
costs of servicing Israel's debt, etc 
Bringing foreign corporations W-:' 
Israel will open up new jobs, provicU c 
new challenges to Israeli youth, tin# 
eliminating the present train -draii^ 


ISRAEL MUST be an attractive 
place from which to export. 

Israel does' not need foreign in- 
vestors to sell, in the local market; 
she needs companies from abroad to 
export from Israel. Again this re- 
quires the type of free flow that NEP 
provides. The elimination of export 
subsidies, exchange ..controls, red 
tape, all accompanied by a rise in 
the Israeli pound, should make 
Israel an attractive place from 
which foreign investors will export.
